The Gettysburg National Bank is 
observing its one hundred and tenth 
anniversary. 
When the legislature of Pennsyl­ 
vania, in I Bl 4, 
an act, whir?. 
was vetoed by the governor and re­ 
passed over his veto, providing that 
the state be divided into 27 districts 
for banking purposes, allowing Ad­ 
ams county 
one bank, a 
group of 
business men, prominent in their day 
and actively identified in history with 
the early development of this com­ 
munity, immediately set the machin­ 
ery in motion to organize the bank of 
(M tysburg. 
The lib s rd' the old Adams Centinel, 
now the Gettysburg Star and Sen­ 
tinel, which was then published by 
Robert 
Harper, contain 
a complete 
history of the organization and its 
n ro g r e ss. 
Under th* original plans of organi­ 
zation, the hank was to 
have 
not 
more than 7,OOO chares with a par 
value of $50 a 
share, 
or 
$350,000 
capital. 
Certain farm houses in the 
various 
districts 
throughout 
the 
county were designated as points to 
j reive 
subscript ions 
and when the 
bank was ready for actual organiza­ 
tion and election of officers, a total 
of 232 persons, whose names are on 
record, had subscribed an aggregate 
of 4,730 shares. 
Election In 1814 
The first minutes of the bank are 
still in existence. 
They show' that 
at an election held May 26, 1814. the 
following dtractor* were chosen:

Just as they took step* to organize 
the bank when the way was provid­ 
es! legally by the state, so did the di­ 
rectors 
seize 
the 
opportunity 
to 
change from a state bank to a na­ 
tional bank when the congress of 
the United States passed the Nation­ 
al Bank act on June 3, 1864. 
The 
'.tookholders, on November 16, 1864, 
voted unanimously in favor of the 
proposition 
to 
become 
a 
national 
t*ank. 
The certificate of T. Clark, 
controller of the currency, authoriz­ 
ing the hank of Gettysburg to con­ 
duct business as a national bank, is 
dated December I, 1864, just sixty 
years ago. 
The number of the hank 
is 611. 
Judge Donald P. McPherson, who 
was a director of the hank until he 
was elected president judge of the 
Adams-Fulton district, when he re­ 
signed 
on 
account 
of his judicial 
duties, is a lineal descendent of John 
Bayard McPherson, who was cashier 
of the bank from the time of its or­ 
ganization in 1814 until 1849. 
Judge 
McPherson’s family had 
been 
con­ 
nected with the bank for more than 
an entire century. 
The original busi- 
ness of the bank was conducted in 
the home of—John 
B. 
! 
which was on the same site as the 
present modern bank building. 
William Penn Lot 
In this connection, it is interesting 
to note that tho lot on which the bank 
building is located was conveyed by 
John and William Penn on April lf, 
1787, to James Gettys, one of the 
original directors of the Bunk of Get­ 
tysburg, and by him sold April 26, 
I SOO, to William McPherson, a director 
from 1819 to 1824 and from whom it 
came to John Bayard McPherson. I he 
present bank building was completed 
in 1910 ut a total cost of $45,000. 
I. L. Taylor, who succeeded to the 
cashiership of the bank upon the re­ 
tirement of E. M. Bonder, is a na­ 
tive of Menallen township and began 
work as a clerk in the bank December 
I, HMH. 
Previously, he taught school 
nine years in Adams county. Charles 
\V. Stock, assistant cashier, is a grad­ 
uate of Mt. St. Mary’s College, Em­ 
mitsburg, and later was a student at 
the state forestry school at Mont Alto. 
He was appointed a clerk in the bank 
November 26, 1907.

Already, nimrods from other cities 
and towns in the state have begun 
to invade the South Mountains in Ad­ 
ams and Franklin counties, especially 
in the. Caledonia 
s*?ction. 
and

primed and corked for the break of 
day Monday. 
It is experted tho*. more hunters 
will take part in tho search for big 
game this year than nver before. One 
year ago, it was estimated that 150,- 
000 hunters spent this first two weeks 
of December in the roountains pf the 
state. 
The Caledonia section is one of the 
most popular in the state for deer 
hunters and the yield of kills is al­ 
ways large*. 
Legal I tag 
It is estimated there will be nearly 
7,000 legal bucks slain this season, 
and when the sealion closes IVeember 
15, by special license, does may be 
shot in some counties. 
These special 
licenses can he purchased on appli­ 
cation by any county game warden or 
through the office* of the game com­ 
mission. 
In Pennsylvania, only a male deer 
having two or moire points to one 
antler or spikes sox or more inches 
in length, measuring from top of the 
skull, shall be considered legal. 
The 
limit is one deer a season and six hy 
hunting party. 
But many of tin* big hunting clubs 
have adopted a policy of only shoot­ 
ing bucks with point** on the antlers. 
The deer shooting pastime has be­ 
come popular in this state, and each 
season there are more hunters taking 
part in the sport. 
It a ffo rd s a lot of 
excitement. 
The popular method in 
Pennsylvania is to make big drives 
through the thickets, with shooters 
posted 
on 
the runs 
and crossings 
ready to draw on the buck as it is 
making its way from the noisy drivers. 
Many In Camp 
At each camp there arb from ten to 
twenty-five hunters and 
the larger 
number of hunters taking part in the 
drive increase the chances of start­ 
ing a buck. 
They shout, ring bells, 
blow whistles and when a drive is on 
it can he heard at a long distance. 
However, many deer are killed by the
